Victor A. Hanson. 
coach at 
Syracuse university and one of the 
greatest athletes ever to pay for tho 
Orange, resigned Monday. 
His resignation came as a climax 
to one cf the most disastrous sea­ 
sons in Syracuse football history, 
ending with a 13-to-0 defeat S a tu r­ 
day at the hands of Colgate’s uni­ 
versity.

‘The Way,’ Once Mean­ 
ing a Follower of 
Christ, Now in 
Disuse. 


TEXT SELECTED 
FROM ACTS 9 


“The Positiveness of ‘The Way’ ” 
was the them e of the sermon cfi*- { 
livered Sunday morning by the Rev. 
Dwight F. Putm an, pastor of Christ 
L utheran 
church. 
The text was 
taken from Acts 9:1. 2. 
The sermon, in part, follows; 
“While ways have increased and 
m u’tiplied in our modern civiliza­ 
tion. ‘The W ay’ is not a term that I 
enjoys present day usage. 
As an 
expression 
it 
just 
isn’t 
known 
am ong us. 
In the early days those 
who were followers of Jesus were 
spoken of as being men of the way. 
A nam e of contempt among Jews ; 
and one of honor among Christiaas. 
A w'ay in contradistinction to all 
other 
ways 
which society knew', j 
W hen, in that part of the world at 
th a t time an individual was spoken 
of as boing of ‘the w-ay’ no one mis­ 
understood, nor did 
anybody ask 
w'hieh way. Those of this way were 
readily distinguishable from their 
fellowmen because for them it was 
a way cf life. 
Before they had or- j 
ganized themselves apart you would 
go into the synagogues and pick 
them out. If, perchance, a stranger 
could not have opportunity to ob­ 
serve them as m ust have been the 
case v/ith Paul he could easily have 
them spotted for him by their Jew­ 
ish neighbors. 
They knew which 
ones amonc them were of the way.’ 
Term in Disuse 
“But the term 
fell 
into disuse 
along the road of hum an progress 
and advancem ent. 
Possibly it sim ­ 
ply suffered extinction in the nor­ 
m al 
evolution 
of 
language 
and 
terminology through the ages. Pos­ 
sibly it was not elegant enough an 
expression, for our 
generation 
is 
fond of nam es that carry with them 
prestige and distinction. 
The great 
branches of the church bear names 
of substantial qualities. 
Roll them 
over with your tongue. 
Thev carry 
weight with them . You could never 
m ake that out of ‘the way.’ Or pos­ 
sibly it lost out in our modern usage 
because—well 
because 
there 
Isnt 
any such thing now* as a wav that 
Us distinctive of Christians. No need 
for the nam e if you have nothing to 
which to apply it. 
“We also lost a positive note out 
of our religion when 
we adopted 
substitute expressions. 
For Prot- 
es’antbm along with Christianity in 
general is too largely characterized 
by the negative note. In many com­ 
m unities the church Is looked upon 
merely as an opposition society, rais­ 
ing its voice only Sn public concern 
only when it wants to oppose some­ 
thing. 
It can act with organized 
power when it comes to resisting 
Sunday movies and Sunday sports 
and the liquor traffic but too sel­ 
dom can it be looked upon as a con­ 
structive. creative force 
for 
posi­ 
tively 
building 
a kingdom based 
upon the spirit of righteousness. 
“The Roman Catholic church is 
girding itself to resist and crush out 
communism. 
A negative movement 
of C hristianity that Is not likely to 
succeed very W'ell. 
The W'orld was 
ripe for a long time in m any of Its 
p arts 
for 
positive 
ethical 
and 
spiritual treatm ent by some move­ 
m ent of force which had something 
to offer 
Tile church failed—occu­ 
pied itself with other worldly con­ 
cerns. 
Another answer came forth 
under a hostile philosophy, and, be­ 
cause it does offer a partial answer 
for Immediate needs, it may have 
its day until the time comes th a t 
C hristianity affords a more worthy 
and complete answer, which it can 
lf it will. 
Christianity m ust have 
a positive w-ay about life, this life, 
o r be elbowed out toward the edges. 
Not Responsible 
“C hristianity in strictly orthodox 
and traditional fashion has never 
assum ed responsibility for this life. 
It sees in individuals souls to be res­ 
cued from this evil w'orld. 
T hat it 
conceives 
as 
its central mission. 
Anything else In the way of making 
som ething better out of this life is 
merely a by-product. 
Our religion 
m ust initiate the spiritual way for 
the whole of our personalities whil* 
w-e are in this w'orld, 
The present 
m ust be thought of as a part of eter­ 
nity, and not merely as an evil pre­ 
lude to eternity, 
An oriental student returning to 
Ills home country from a university 
course 
in 
America said that Iv* 
m ight have become a Christian had 
the 
Christiana 
of 
America 
been 
concerned less about his soul and 
more about him and given more 
consideration to him as a person. 
“ ‘The way’ of 
Jesus 
and 
his 
disciples was a jx>sitive way in a 
hostile world. They organized their 
lives on the basis of spiritual prin­ 
ciples and lived th at way. 
They 
were a colony on foreign soil. Tile 
American colonies had their own 
way or mode of life in the m idst 
of a country th at was surrounded by 
savage Indians. 
But they lived by 
th a t way and m aintained it and 
caused it to prevail over the entire 
land in after years.
